REMOVE CANAL OBSTACLES 


of New Waterway 


Department Smoothing Way for Construction 


Across Nicaragua 


{BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE) 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.—International obstacies in the way of the 
possible future development by the United States of the Nicaraguan 


route for a new interoceanic canal 


are in process of removal through 


diplomati¢ conversations, it was learned today at the State Department. 
It was said officially that negotiations had been in progress for some 
time to iron out the questions of an international nature involved in 
any project for the use of the route. 


The chief difficulty in the way of 
American development of a Nica- 
raguan canal has been in connec- 
tion with that portion of the route 
which lies along the San Juan 
River. The existing treaty between 
the United States and Nicaragua 
gives sole rights to the United 
States, so far as Nicaragua is con- 
cerned, but along one portion of 
the river one bank is within the 
boundaries of Cesta Rica. 

COURT STEPS ASIDE 

When the Nicaraguan treaty was 
announced, Costa Rica objected to 
what was contended to be an effort 
on the- part of Nicaragua to dis- 
pose of the use of a jointly held 
waterway, since the river Was the 
boundary between the two coun- 
tries. The Central American Court 
of Arbitration refused to accept 
jurisdiction over the quéstion, since 
the treaty between Nicaragua and 
the United States was already in 


ffect. 

It is generally assumed, however, 
that the negotiations disclosed to- 
day at the State Department have 
had to do with the adjustmen: of 
Costa Rica's claims in regard to 
the canal route. 

Other difficulties in connec- 
tion with the rights ceded by 

Nocarague covering the use for 


canal purposes of Fonseca Bay 
also would have to be smoothed 
out before the und would be 


cleared for any future canal proj- 
ect. These questions touch the in- 
terests of other Central American 
countries than Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica, but it is not known 
what steps may have been taken 
by the State Department toward a 
diplomatic treatment of these, as 
well as of the direct Costa Rican 
problem.

1 frankly urged that if Congress 
would not approve, that it should 
some alternative remedy. 
[am wurwilling. the public is un- 
willing, to continue these appall- 
li losses to the public treasury 
when we know we are appearing 
with no prospect of relict or ulti- 
mate achievement. 

“Congress owes to itseif, to the 
executive braner of the govern- 
ment and to the American public 
some decisive action. Mere avotd- 
ance by prolonged debate is a 
mark of impoterce on a vitally im- 
portant public question. I plead 
for a decision. if there is a favor- 
able majority, the bill should be 
enacted. If a majority is opposed, 
defeat will be decisive. Then, if 
Congress fails in providing the re- 
quested alternative measure, the 
executive branch of the govern- 
ment may proceed as best it can 
to end the losses in liquidation 
and humillation. 

“There is time, abundant time, 
for decisive action on both these 
tremendously important questions, 
have brought up the shipping bill 
hecanse I can foresee the possible 
conflict for right of way, but it 
ought and can be avoided.

HAS LONG POLICE RECORD 


“Little Phil” Eluded Officers Many Times During 
 [nlernational Search After Slaying 


Philip Alguin, 3 and known to every narcotic user in the 
city as “Little Phil,” was identified as the man wha shot down and 
fatally wounded Detective Sergt. John Fitzgerald late in the evening of 


June 18, 1921. 


The shooting took place on the front porch of a resi- 


dence at 2392 West Thirtieth street, after Detective Fitzgerald and a 
squad of officers had captured six men charged with being members of 


a narcotic ring. 

With Detectives Mailheau, Yar- 
row and O'Brien and State Inspec- 
tors Peoples and Boden, Detective 
Fitzgerald raided the Thirtieth- 
street house after receiving infor- 
mation that “Little Phil” would 


meet the rest of his band of nar- 
cotic peddlers there. When the 
officers swooped down on the house, 


Alguin was not among those ar- 


rested. 

Holding the prisoners in a rear 
room of the. dwelling, the police 
ccncealed themselves in the house 
and waited for Alguin to appear. 
Detective Fitzgerald was the lead- 
er of the officers elected to effect 
the capture when Alguin appeared. 

OUTLAW IS WARNED 

A cry of “look out, Phil!” 
yelle y one of the prisoners al- 
ready in the hands of the officers 
warned the man just 
as he swung open the front door 
of the house less than twenty min- 
utes after the raid, and, whipping 
a revolver from his coat pocket, 
Alguin fired three bullets into De- 
tective Fitzgerald before the offi- 
cer could draw his own weapon. 

Although fatally wounded, De- 
tective Fitzgerald led the chase 
after the fleeing man, shooting at 
every step. Sixty feet from the 
front door the officer fell and the 
killer escaped in an alleyway. 
Rushed to the Receiving Hospital, 
Fitzgerald died an hour after the 
shooting. 

Within an hour after the fatal 
shooting members of the police 
department under C of Police 
Lyle Pendegast o nized the 
greatest man-hunt er held in 
Los Angeles. Every police officer 
not on duty at the time of the 
slaying was notified by telephone 
to report to Centrai Police Station, 
and the entire city was searched 
for the slayer. 

Au roads leading out of Los An- 
geles were guarded by squads of 
motorcycle officers, and for ten 
days after the shooting “Little 
Phil” was kept penned in the city. 


FILLED WITH DRUGS 


From all that could be learned 
by the police, Alguin, following the 
shooting filled himself with drugs 
and then attempted to escape to 
the Mexican border. After finding 
all roads blocked, the fugitive holed 
up in the Mexican quarter of the 
city and only crept from his place 
of concealment after dark. 

Assisted by relatives and friends, 
Alguin escaped from the police al- 
most two weeks after the killing. 
He was heard from as fleeing to 
Mexico, and then for months all 
traces of the fugitive were lost and 
nothing more was heard from him. 


REPORTED IN MEXICO 


Then whispered about the Mexi- 
can section of the city went the 
word that “Little Phil’ was in 
business. He was peddling drugs 
across the Mexican vorder, using 
Juarez as a base. Drug users ar- 
rested in this city were questioned 
by tle police and admitted know- 
ing o. the operations cf the fugi- 
tive. Several small drug peddlers 
arrested here also informed the 
police that they had heard of Al- 
guin as a drug merchant in Juarez. 

Piece by piece and bit by bit Po- 
lice Detective Manuel Leon, the 
only man of the police department 
who knew Alguin, untangled the 
trail of the police slayer. With the 
information obtained from drug 
users and peddlers arrested here, 
he went to El Paso. Operating in 
secret, the detective threw out bait 
for “Little Phil,” and after a wait 
of ten days was rewarded by a 
-nibble from across the line.

w. Late on the afternoon of the 
22nd, a bitter border feud spoiled 
the careful plans of Detective Leon, 
and after one of the drug peddlers 
used by “Little Phil’ had been slain 
in a gun battle and four more of 
them captured on the American 
side of the line, the entire plot ex- 
ploded. Alguin learned that a trap 
had been laid for him and could 
not be lured across the border. De- 
tective Leon was forced to return 
to Los and report another 
failure. 

Armed with the. facts already 
known to the police and with the 
assistance of Detective Leon and 
persons connected with The Times 
in El Paso, The Times took up the 
investigation after the first failure 
in Bl Paso. . 

A new plan to lure Alguin across 
the border into the United States 
was suggested by The Times to 
Detective Leon, and, backed by 
The Times, a second trip was un- 
dertaken by the police officer. In 
El Paso the matter was placed be- 
fore Mr. Greet and the details 
worked out. Operating with funds 
supplied by The Times an expe- 
dition of Times staff reporters and 
Detective Leon on the third at- 
tempt hoped to be able to lure 
Alguin across the border and place 
him under arrest. However, this 
attempt also failed. 

Following the final failure to 
lure “Little Phil” across the bor- 
der, all trace of the much-wanted 
man was lost for months. Efforts 
to locate Alguin made dy the lo- 
cal police failed and it was for a 
time believed that he had fled to 
Mexico City. 

BOBS UP AGAIN 

Several months ago Chief ot Po- 
lice Oaks again learned the where- 
abouts of “Little Phil.” He had 
returned to Juarez and was said 
to be engaged again in the drug 
trafic. Two attempts were made 
by Chief Oaks to lure the man 
across the international 
Both attempts failed. 

A new plan suggested by a 
number of border characters was 
then put under way by Chief Oaks. 
With Capt. Claud Smith, then cap- 
tain ot detectives in El Paso, and 
Sam Dreben, a soldier of fortune, 
Chief Oaks crossed into Mexico 
and, after drugging Alguin, made a 
desperate attempt to run his un- 
conscious form across the bridge 
separating Mexico from the United 
States. 

Before the daring Americans 
had quite reached the border Al- 
guin recovered his senses and 
acreamed for help. Scores of Mex- 
icans, friends of the _ captive, 
rushed to his rescue and a desper-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 7.-—-The 
Washington government can see no 
advantage to be gained by chang- 
ing the present scope of the Pan- 
American Union 80 as to include 
any nations or group of nations not 
located within the two American 
continents, it was said today at the 
State Department in connection 
with guggestions that considera- 
tions had been given to repre- 
sentation of the League of Nations 
at the forthcoming Pan-American 
conference at Santiago. 

The attitude of the American 
government, it was said authorita- 
tively, had been brought out by an 
informal inquiry through the rep- 
representative in the League of a 
South American country. It was 
stated the United States govern- 
ment was desjrous that there 
should be co-operation between the 
Pan-American countries and any 
agency that promised better inter-

INCOME T AX PROBLEMS 


BY JOHN G. HERNDON, In. 
(Copyrignt, 1923, Public Ledger.) 


The Commissioner of Internal 
Revenue holds that in the case of 
an individual dying during any tax- 
able year, his income shall be 
placed upon an annual basis for 
the purpose of determining the 
ambunt of income on which he 


shall pay tax and the exemption 
to which he is entitled. 

2 us take the case of John 
Doe, who died January 31, 19232. 
Let us assume that Mr. Doe in Jan- 
uary received interest on bonds of 
domestic corporations amounting 
to $600, all of which bonds con- 
tain tax-free covenant clauses, and 
in connection with the coupons 
from which he filed white owner- 
ship certificates; that he received 
$600 dividends on the stock of do- 
mestic corporations and $100 divi- 
dends on the stock of foreign cor- 
porations. Let us also suppose 
that Mr. Doe had no deductions 
from gross income. In other 
‘words, that his net income for the 

* under consideration from 

@ sources mentioned was $1100. 

* — commissioner says it is nec- 
eseary in such a case to that 
Mr. Doe's tax ability will de- 
termined by assuming that, in the 
first place, he would have an an- 
income of twelve times 
$1100, or 313.200, of which $6000 
would have from dividends 
on the stock of domestic corpora- 
tions. 

If we assume that Mr. Doe was 
married at the time of his death, 
but had no dependents other than 
his wife, his personal exemption 
would be $2000. In other words, 
there would be credits against the 
$13,200 for normal tax purposes 
amounting to $8000, leaving $5200 
in which normal tax would be due. 

The normal tax would, therefore, 
be $256. made up dt two item 
one, 4 per cent on $4000, and the 
other, 8 per cent on $1206. To this 
normal tax should be added a sur- 
tax on $13,200, which amougts to 


$116. The total tax Mability for 
the year would, therefore, be 873. 
For one month the tax would be 
one-twelfth of $372, or $31, against 
which should be credited the tax 
‘actually paid at the source on the 
tax-free covenant bonds, which, in 
the illustration given, would have 
been $10. There would, therefore, 
be due with the executors of John 
Doe's estate a tax of $21. 
Considerable doubt exists In the

of Congress that the income tax of 
a decedent should be thus deter- 
mined. The writer has been in- 
formed that dertain banking inter- 
ests have decided to bring a test 
suit in the Federal courts so that 
an authoritative ruling may be had 
upon this moot point.

His classmate at Annapolis, 
Capt. Roscoe C. Moody, relieves 
Capt. Hinds as captain of the 
big coal-burner, while Capt. Jés- 
sop, retiring 
will also retire from the Navy. 

Capt. Hinds became internation- 
ally prominent during the early 
part of the World War, when, as 
commander of the transport Buf- 
falo, he took the Elihu Root Com- 
mission to Russia. The purpose 
of the Root Commission, 
went out to Viadivostok during the 
wane of Admiral Kerensky’s 
regime, was to save Russia to the 
Allied cause, Capt. Hinds’s suc- 
cess in dodging German raiders on 
the run from Seattle to Vigdivostok 
gained him the Navy Cross. | 

COMMENDED FOR SERVICE 
During the remainder of the war 
he commanded the cruiser 


Rochester and later the battleship ln 


Kansas in the escort of troopships 
across U-boat zones. While in 
command of the Kansas, Capt. 
Hinds had several successful 
brushes with undersea craft and in 
recognition of his work the War 
Department voted him a special 
letter of commendation.

J. M. Schenck Puts Actors in 
Class by Themselves 
Can't Demand the Personal 
Liberties of Authors 


In the person of Joseph 
M. Schenck, one motion-picture 
producer who Goes not rail at the 
crowing tendency of the public to 
insist that ecreen actors and ac- 
tresses behave themselves in pri- 
vate life. 

Mr. Schenck holds no brief for 
censorship. He resents outside in- 
terference in matters pertaining 


to film production, distribution and 
exhibition, but he is firm in the 
belief that producers should nev- 
er attempt to exploit or capitalize 
scandals or lapses of individuals, 
and he believes that the public is 
well within its rights when it de- 


star lives—and that it acts upon 
a sound impulse when it refuses 
to countenance upon the screen 
actors or actresses whose private 
lives are scandalous. 


OTHERS FREE AGENTS 


Painters, musicians, sculptors 
and authors, it was pointed out to 
the producer, suffer under no such 
disability. Notorious affairs of men 
and women singers, or wielders of 
the brush, chisel or pen were cited 
to him, and for a moment Mr. 
Schenck hesitated. 

“Granted,” he said at last, “those 
persons suffered no loss of popu- 
larity because of the escapades you 
have named. They continue to ap- 
pear before the public, or their 
works continue te be exhibited and 
sold. Occasionally, it is true, pub- 
lic libraries bar the books of cer- 
tain authors, bat the main the 
books are denied the shelves be- 
cause of what they contain—not 
because of the private lives of the 
authors. 


PUBLIC IS RIGHT 


1 still contend the public fs 
right in more strict demands tpon 
motion-picture people than it 
makes upon other artists. In the 
first place, the motion®icture star 
is known to hundreds of thou- 
sands of persons as compared to 
one thousand who. know of or hear 
or see an operatic star. Numeri- 
cally the painter or sculptor has a 
much narrower public than the 
screen celebrity, and even that oc- 
casional author who has editions 
running into hundreds of thou- 
sands does not*reach in a year as 
many, persons as a screen star 
reaches with one release in a week.

And Leiber’s interpretation 
of these two so different roles re- 
veals once more the amazing ver- 
satility of the man. 

You are swept along by the 
vibrant passion, the pure, ardent, 
flame of emotionalism, of 
young Italian lover, and you 
joice and laugh with the virility, 
the joyous strength, the rugged 
comedy of Petruchio. 

As Petruchio Leiber seems to 
revel in the joyous‘dash of that 
gay but masterful man, that lusty 
adventurer, yet true fellow withal. 

His Romeo is a thing of ardent 
desire, of fiery impulse, of volatile 
mood, that is completely Italian; 
yet there is a deep ingenuousness 
in his characterization that gives 
it a compelling power. The | 
mounting sense of tragedy, or ir- 
resistible fate, one of the dominant 
notes of the play is marvelously 
disclosed.
